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The Fenian Obsequies 1n Philadelphin.

At a moeling of all the divisions of the Fenlan
Booletier, held’a few days since, it was unani
mously agreed that om the first of the new
yeoar the organizations in our city should have
a grand parade. From what we have beon
told, it wounld seam that the design is to fol-
low the hearses containing three ocoflins, in
whioh are supposed to be enoased the remains
of Allen, Larkin, and Gounld, and by this pub-
lio demonstration to do honor to the memory
of the dead, and inspirs the living to new nots
of patriotio valor. So far as the first object is
concerned, it is certainly meritorions. If a
number of Irishmen see fit to meel togather
and pay a tribute of respect to their dead
follow-countrymen, it is a proceeding which
reflects oredit on their patriotism. 8o far,
therefore, as the procession and obsequies ars
oonoerned, we think that the Fenians deserve
praise. The men whose memory they thus
respoot died for the cause which called their
associations into lifs. They carried into prac-
tios their purposes, and expiated their mis-
take by a felon's death, As honest mariyrs
for & cangse In which they really believed, their
names should be mentioned with reversnt
afféction by their fellow-Fenians,

While, however, we commend the respect
thus intended to be ehown, we most earnestly
condern the use to which the occasion will be
put. The exhibition of respeot for the dead is,
we antioipate, only the ostensible object of the
demonstration. The opportunity will not be
allowed to pass without an attempt to raise
gome funds for the Fenian canss, aund to axoite
yeot more the passions of the members against
the Government of Great Britain. We most
heartily oppose any further levy of contribu-
tions on the members of the assoolations.
Already they have given with unprecedented |
liberality. From the class lesst able to bear |
it has been wrung a proportion of the capital
which would not be toleraled by any but a
most oredulons and enthusiastio people.
Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been
raised, spent, and utterly dissipated. To-day
we ask what good has been accomplished by
all the expenditure of the hard saviogs of the
Irigh-American citizens ! It has been spent
to support impostors, or it las been
lavished in expeditions which do uothing
but harm; it has cost the lives of three brave |
men whose funeral it i8 proposed to at-
tend. It has sent to penal servitude scores of
rash Irishmen. It has placed in jail dosena
more, and unless it be at onoe discontinued,
it will send to the gallows a far greater num-
ber than have yet been launched into eteraity.
By means of these demonstrations the Irish-
men at home are dsceived. They are indaced
to rashly attempt fruitless and hopeless re-
volts, and it is certain that if their course be
now continued, Eogland will send all taken |
prisoners to a felon's grave. Let the occasion
of these obeequies, then, Ye made an opportu-
nity for a displsy of sound common sense.
Let the leaders of this movement, whils |
honoring and mourning for thedead, deterine
not to send any more brave men to sucha
doom. If some of them wounld speak like
men of reason, ealmly and dispassionawly, it
wonld check the wild snthnsiasm and save
the lives of hundreds of those who, if money
and professions be forthcoming from Amesrica,
will risk and lose their lives in a really hope-
lesa oause.

Deatn oF RuAr-Apyiman Panmes.—All of
our oitizena will learn with sinoere regret that |
Rear-Admiral James S, Palmer died on the
7th inst., of yellow faver, at St Thomas,
Many of our readers were personally ac-
quainted with that officer, he being intimate
in our ¢ity and for many years a resident
among us. He entered the naval service on
Jannary 1, 1825, and since that time has
been for fifteen years on sea service. e was
born in New Jersey, from which State he was
appointed, and rose gradually through all the
grades of the navy, until he received his pre-
sent commission In July, 1566, He was an
officer of great courage and experience, as
a gentlemen oourteous, & sincere friend and
thorongh patriot. His untimely death will
cause much sorrow in many of the circles of
our city society.

Tur Puiewrrvn Accipesr in New York yes-
terday, an account of which we have already
glven in Tux Kvexive Teuscmars, should at
last arouse the anthorities to the dangers of '
tenement houses. There is a law which re-
quires that all such should have a fire exit
but it is & dead latter. Thyongh ths parsimony
of the owners and the carelesspess of the
tenants these lives were lost, and hundreds
more may be at any moment. As in the gase
of boilers, so it iz with all the dangers to
which we are pubjected. It reguires wome
fearful loas of life 1o make ns consclons of ouy |
'uomrity. The matter should receive imme
diste attention.

| Kansas and lts Products~Sheep Hus-

bandry—Woollen Factoriss — Wheat—
The Limestone Formations—Corm the
Great Crop of the West—Miscsllaneous
Farm Produots — Farming Intoresis
versus Bpsculation,.

LAawnexox, EKansas, Deo. 12, 1807.—1 have
spoken somowhat at lengin in my formor let-
tors of the adaptedneis of Kansas to stook-
raising and dalry purposes, 1 find that shosp-
husbandry s atiractiog pretly geuneral atten-
Uon from the people, and that the namber of
sheep in the State ls belng rapldly Inoreased.
Large flocks nre belng almost dally driven into
the southern part of the State from Illinols,
Indiana, aud Onlo, where sheep ul present are
very cheap. Beveral woollen factories have
been established—iLwo in Lthls elly, one In Fort
Beolt, one at Leroy, in the Neosho Yalley, and
olthers, 1 belleve, In the northern portion of Lhe
State. I visited one of those In Lhisolty the
other day, and saw somo specimens of various

kiuds ofoloth, blankets, éle, which would have |

done no discredit to our Eastern faotories. The
machinery WS, in part, of Phlla-
delphin manufacture I was plaased
to loarn that both the estublishment |

I visited, and its nelghbor, wers dolng wull,
finding & ready markel for thelr oloth, and at
remuneralive prices, The avtention ol the
Western people is being gqulile generally ut-
tracted to tne subject of manufaotures, and
many branches are already well established
The great disinnce from the manafscturing
cenlies of the East glvesa Lthe Western manu-
fuclurer the advaniage of a wrlfll over his Fast-
ern competitor, besldes (he additlonsl compen-
Bation, in many cases, of belng nearer the
sources of the raw material. For instance, at
the woollen mills here In Lawrence they can
buy all the wool they necd at from afieen Lo
twently cents & pound, necording to g, MLy,
Thecost of keeplng sheep In Boathern Ilassas
15 bardly more thun that of walahing and herd-
log them, The pasture ranges are boundless,
and Lhe winters are somild Lhat the shoep rarely
need foddering. Kapsas farmers could mako
money as fast as menought Lo by rulsing stieep
and selling wool, even al twenty-five cents s
pound, ln Eastern markets. Tne groatest draw-
baocks tosheep ralsing hereare the deprodations
of dogsand wolves. The troe mechod of manage-
ment 18 Lo Lave shephierds to attend the Hocks
by night sud day, after the oriontal method,
When Kunsas was tiesl settled 1L was Lthegone-
ral impression smwong the enrly lmmlgrants
that wipter wheat ocould nobt be successfally
cultivated here, but that potion has long sioce
been explotded, und the men who are gelting
rien the fasiest here are Lbe fmrmers who for &
series of yeurs have turned Lhelr attention to

Thus Llie best wheat erops in this nelghborhood

are rofsed o the votjom lands situated nearthe |

conference of the Wukanusn and tbe Kansas
rivers. Lime may be buiped along the blais
almost suywhere, und in this fact Kansas has
an elemoent for the restorntion of her soil, when
worn, whiel In afier yenrs wiay beof greal value.
The West does nol yel know what an exhausted
pedl is, but the time s coming when thal condl,
tion will bave to be provided for, nnd theén the
ease with which such u ferillizér as llme can be
obtalned will be a malter of greal lLaportanocs
to Kansas.

Corn 1s the patural product of the Wesl. It
I5 the greatstuple, With s ghod erop of corn
the Western farmar feels safe and contented.
It furnisbes an excellient article of food for him.
self apd family, It makes pork and beef. Ho
feeds 1t to his oxen and horsed. It sapplles the
place of food for his cattle and shesp [n winter,
Olher crops may fall, but if the corn ylelds its
fnorease, the great operations of Lhe farm go on,
Corn at the West 1s a different article from that
at the East. The stallc s stonter and Iarger,
the kerpels deeper,ithe ears larger,and the
whole plant is gotien up on a soale of richuess

| and amplitude corresponding Lo Lhe fertiity of

the soll from which it springs,
i1 bave rode through & Kansas cornfleld in
Boptember, on a tall horae, and found the stalk
sLill towering above me, while the ears were
just in fair plucking distance. When I was a
boy we used to hoe corn twice or Liree tlmes In
Western New York, aud very tiresome, back-
achiing work It was, too, There 1s no sach
“ponseuse’ praciised *ont Wesy'" The horse
and the plough or cuitivator do the entire
work. The weeds have no show; the corn
grows loo fast, and soon ovorshadows and
chokes themout. “Bod" corn recelves no eulil-
vation whatever, This 14 corn grown the same
yeur of breaking up the sod. The metbhods of
planting it are elther to diop Lhe kernels just at
the edge of and in the furrow, during ploughing:
#0 that they will come up between the farrows’
or else 10 out deep gashes in the lnverted sod'
and drop the corn therelu. In o [avorable year
guch corn will ¥leld as high ns thirky or forly
pbushels 1o the acre. Sheuld the season be a dry
ono, however, the c¢rop lhus planled s likely to
jall, Corn grows equally we'l, apparently, upon
the high prairies and npon the bollom lands,
the difference belng lo avor of the high prairie
in & wet season, and In favor of Lhe bottoms In
u dry one. The cob ls smaller in Westlern corn,
according to the size of Lthe ear, than it Is In
Eustern, Fifly-aix pounds of shelled cora, or
seventy pounds of corn in the ear, constitule a
bushel. Wostern coru is sald o be less olly
than Eastern, It is fed bere with impunity to
horses engaged in all kionds of work. Often-
times corn In the West 1s laft to etand in the
fleld ungathered during the enlire winter, The
ears hang down, aud ihe thick, enveloping
husk proves an ample protection agalust the
elemepts. The inv.rite corn-orib out here ls &
huge four-square pen, bullt up of ralls or long
poles, Bome farmers indulge in the exiravi-
ganes of a roof over |[t—othors do not. In some
portions of the Weost, where slock-ralslng is
earried on on u lurge soile, the corn-flelds are
harvested by first turping the fattoning catlle
luto them, and after thoy have consumed and
broken down the corn, then followlng with
hoga to glean the remnants.

Corn has an slemout of besuty as wellns of
use. Hardly avy might (s more beautiful tbhay
that of & grealfield of corn, dark sod rioh in
color, its lussels waving and its myrindg loaves
rustliog in the wind., Western poople say that
In the helght of the Beason they ocan hear the
oorn grow. 1 do nol vouoh [or e trall of the
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slatement. With good ouitafte the farmer is
tolerably sure of Irom fifly to seveniy-five
bushels per acre, and one hundrel bushels &re
not rare,

Polaloen, both swoel and Irishk, grow here in
freat atundance. The Ialtir mro In good de-
mand thin winter for the mariket west along
the rallrond, aud briog a high p ice.

The boltom lands are admirably adapted to
the growing of hemp, and 1t Is cultivated quite
oxtenrively In some parts of the State, It hat
alwayr proved a vary profilable crop In Mis-
sourl, and 1 do not know why it should not pay
equally well here, FProparing {4 for marikst is
sald Lo be very hard snd disagreonble work, ko
much so that it ased to bo nverred thatwhie
laborers would not engage in it, [ have never
Keen any work yet so hard ihat white men
would not do 14, if patd enough for it. T oplno
